COMMERCE = INDUSTRY 


Butchers’ Strike Expanding. ‘ 
After the Chicago Federation of La- 
bor had decided to assess its 300,000 
members a small sum cach week to 
support the butchers’. strike: the fifth 
week of the strike began with an order 
for the 3,500 butcher workmen in the 
New York city unions, which bad re- 
turned to work, to go out again. This 
resulted in a number of rows between 
union and nonunion workers. The po- 
lice reserves had to be called out to re- 
press a number of riots. The beef trust 
had begun shipping live stock to New 
York to be slaughtered there. Efforts 
to renew peace negotiations met with 
no encouragement from the packers. 
The price of meat was higher in some 
quarters, but was not raised by the 
beef trust concerns. The ice boycott 
against the Chicago retailers was ef- 
fective in many cases. The consump- 


tion of fresh and salt fish bas increased 


rapidly. 


New York Building Lockout, 

The lockout declared by the Building 
Trades Employers’ association of New 
York and vicinity went into effect Aug. 
9, rendering idle about 25,000 men who 
had refused to return to work on the 
association's terms. Contractor Mc- 
Donald of the rapid transit subway 
was aligned with the association by re- 
fusing to make any further concessions 
and by using nonunion labor on the 
subway. 


Garment Workers’ Strike Off. 

The strike of 32,000 members of the 
United Garment Workers’ union at New 
York and vicinity, which began two 
months ago, against the open shop pol- 
icy of the Association of Clothiers has 
been declared off owing to the gradual 
return of the strikers on individual 
agreements not in conflict with the 
open shop. 


Pennsylvania Miners Out. 

Eight hundred miners employed at 
the old Forge colliery of the Erie com- 
pany at Seranton, Pa., struck Aug. 10 
because of alleged unfairness in the 
weighing of coal. They demandedethat 
the company employ an expert td exam- 
ine the scales. At the Barnum colliery

New Republic Thrifty. 

Of the $10,000,000 paid to the repub- 
lic of Panama by the United States for 
its canal site concessions $4,000,000 has 
already been invested In New York 
city real estate and mortgages and 

2,000,000 more remains to be so in- 
vested. The lowest rate of interest ac- 
cepted is 44, per cent. This policy was 
incorporated in the Panama constitu- 
tion to secure to posterity part of the 
benefit from the canal project. The 
remaining $4,000,000 is to.be spent for 
public improvements, roads, bridges, 
schoolhouses, ete. 


Railroads to Aid the Fair. 

In response to an urgent appeal from 
President Francis of the Louisiana 
Purchase exposition and to avoid a re- 
ceivership for the big fair the Chicago 
and Alton, the Illinois Central and the 
Chicago, Peoria and St. Louis railroads 
have given notice to the Western Pas* 
senger association that they will begin 
at once running daily coach excursions 
at greatly reduced rates from all places 
within 160 miles of St. Louis. 


Record Price For Wheat. 

The long continued upward trend of 
the wheat market took a spurt to 
$1.0444 at Chicago last week, when the 
government, without considering the 
more recent report of rust damage, in- 
dicated a crop of spring and winter 
wheat 47,000,000 bushels» less than

Advertising a Boycott. 

The unusual course has been taken 
by the Postum Cereal company of Bat- 
tle Creek, Mich., of using its advertis- 
ing space in all the large dailies to pro- 
claim a finish fight against: the labor 
unions which have declared a boycott 
against its products.

A Record Cotton Crop. 

The price of cotton has been well 
sustained in spite of the government 
report indicating a crop of 12,000,000 
bales with increased acreage. The 
average. condition of the crop on. July 
25 was shown to have been 91.6 per 
cent as compared with 88 last year 
and a ten year average of 82.7. It is 
expected to be the largest crop of cot- 
ton ever produced in this country. 


More Petroleum Produced. 

According to a report just issued by 
the geological surwey for the year 1903, 
the production of petreleum was 1,461,- 
337 barrels, valued at $94,694,050, 
an increase of more than’ $11,000,000 
over the output of 1902. 


Enormous Coal Output: 

On the: same authority the produc- 
tion of bituminous coal last year in 
this country reached 285,107,392 tons and 
Pennsylvania anthracite reached 74,- 
313,919. As compared with 1902 this 
was a gain of 57,830,870 tons. The 
value of the total production was $506,- 
190,733. If this product were loaded 
on freight cars holding thirty tons each 
the trains containing it would encircle 
the globe at the equator about three 
and one-third times.

The following notice in regard to 
speeding of automobiles will be posted 
throughout the town in a few days by 
the Selectmen:

CHAPTER 


Section &. No automobile or motor 
cycle shall be run on any public way or 
private way laid out under the authority 
of statute outside the.limits of a city or 
the thickly settled or business part of a 
town or fire district at a speed exceeding 
fifteen miles an hour, or within a city or 
the thickly settled or business part of a 
town or fire district at a speed exceeding 
ten miles an hour, 

Upon approaching a crossing of inter- 
secting ways, also in traversing a cross- 
ing or intersection, and in going around 
a corner, or a curve in the highway 
every person operating an automobile or 
motor cycle shall run jit at a rate of 
speed less than that herein ‘before speci- 
tied and at no time greater than is rea- 
sonable and proper, having regard to 
traffic and the use of the way and the 
safety of the public, and in no event ex- 
ceeding eight miles an hour. 

Section “. Any person convicted of 
violating any provision of this act shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars for a first offence, 
and not exceeding fifty dollars for see- 
ond and subsequent offences.

THEATRICAL MANAGERS EXPECT 
STRINGENT LAWS. 


Local theatre Managers are all on 
the anxious seat and have good reason 
to be in anticipation of a bill which 
will presented to the legislature when 
it convenes in the fall. The = nfan- 
agers have reason to expect that this 
bill will be the most severe that.was 
ever presented in regurd to equipment 
of play houses and the provisions lor 
fire-fighting that will be called for. 

They anticipate a stringent iaw in 
that regard because of the particular 
activity of the fire commissioners of 
late, since they were vested with au- 
thority to propose new or additional 
laws by the legislature at its recent 
session, 

Every owner or manager of a play 
house has been given a pamphiet of 
questions. There are four pages and 
the sheets are twenty inches long = in 
al] there are 200 questions or more that 
the managers are to fill out with ans- 
wers and return to the fire commis- 
sioners, These questions pertain to the 
construction of the house, the materia, 
walls, ceilings, entrances, exits, fire 
fighting apparatus, automatic sprink- 
lers, make and arrangement, incline of 
floor, height of ceilings above floors, 
width of closets and doors, seats, ar- 
rangement and distance from back ty 
back, draft flue and size, capacity and 
suroundings, besides innumerable oth- 
ers. This list of questions has put the 
managers on “uneasy street,” and one 
manager said in an interview this 
morning that there were to be no bar- 
reis of money in the theatre business 
this season, if the law is passed, and 
lived up to. 

The law now in existence cads for 
seats to be 30 inches from back to back 
and the seats of loca] playhouses are 
not that distance, some of them being 
considerably less. 

Th> commissioners, it is said, are to 
recommend thatonly ushers of over 21 
y rs of age ‘be alloyed to work in 
playhouses, and that ese must be 
specially drilled“ The board will also 
specify that two policemen and two

SEAGULLS WINTER IN NEW YORK 
HARBOR. 


Seagulls are to be seen in countless 
numbers on the waters of the bay, the 


North and East rivers,. the lake in 
Central Park, and on all the little 


bays and inlets in the vicinity of Great- 
er New York. 

Why the gullf always come inland 
during the winter and go to sea in 
the Summer is a question that has 
been argued time and time again by 
landsmen and seafaring men alike. 
They know all the different places on 
the river front and bays where the 
food is plentiful. In the East river, 
near the fish market under the De- 
lancey street bridge; at Fulton Mar- 
ket, and Washington and Gansevoort 
on the North River, and on Newwark 
Bay, where the sewer from Newark 
empties into the bay, there are at ail 
times of the day to be seen large flocks 
of these birds hovering over the water. 

In the vicinity of the fish markets 
they are most plentiful, as they . find 
abundance of food in the offal that 
is thrown in the .sewers from. the 
stands in the markets. One old timer 
at Fulton Market is responsible for 
the statements that the gulls are more 
plentiful on Fridays. 

On Friday there is more fish sold 
than on all the other days of the 
week put together, and consequently 
there is more fish for the birds ta,eat.

JAPANESE TRAITS. 


In no country is William Morris’ 
golden rule, ‘Have nothing about you 
but what you know to be useful and 
believe to be beautiful,” so scrupulous- 
ly followed as in Japan. The politeness 
of the Japanese—a sign of “‘equality”’— 
the politeness of this hierarchical East, 
is in surprising contrast with the ag- 
gressive rudeness of our Democratic 
communities. Gentleness, cordiality, 
are the Japanese rule. No scenes of 
violence. The readiness with which Eu- 
ropeans fly into a passion stupefies the 
Japanese, appears to them to be a sign 
of innate coarseness. In his consider- 
ation for others, a Japanese habitual- 
ly refrains from making any show of 
his personal sorrows. Only her vani- 
ty has led Europe to fancy that the 
Japanese regard Western civilization 


as superior to their own, and that 
therefore they are “Europeanizing”’ 
themselves purposely. The Western 


diplomatist who rescribed modern Jap- 
an as a “bad translation of Europe,” 
merely shared the delusion and conceit 
of foreigners generally.
